A 
literature search of information centers revealed that the resulting 
exchange project is unique in providing educators with 
teacher-prepared materials developed locally. .The major portion pf 
this document is the index, by subject, title, school system and 
accession number, of available documents. Annotations are given yith 
the subject index.

Throughout the educational community, improved curricula 
are being designed and developed* In order to utilize the 
invaluable .ijo^f ormation that is being generated^i^feysLtJiis L 
curriculum development activity, a pilot committee was formed 
in the spring of 1973 to develop an exchamge of curricula among 
local school systems. 

Although efforts are underway to collect these 
curricula and educational research materials at the national 
level (ERIC Clecuringhouses) and on a lesser scale (ASCD 
aiid state curriculum files) it was felt that a local exchange 
would facilitate input and utilization o^the data bamk. 
By means of a local exchange, the time for acceptamce of 
materials into the data bank and its preparation for 



retrieval are greatly reduced. Another advamtage is that 

a school system can receive direct exchemge benefits in the 

form of curriculum type information by contributing material 

to the bank. From the literature search conducted [see 

appendix F] , it was found that information systems at the 

state and local levels are lacking ^ and that there is a

definite need for local comprehensive services. 

The system, was begun on a modest level and is gradually 
e3q>smding its bemk of information. Fifty documents were 
initially submitted to the exchange, indexed and microfomed 
[see ^pendix B] . These materials cire now avcdlable on 
microfiche from the Merrimack Education Center. Plans to 
add an additional twenty curricula during the summer are now 
underway. 



STEPS IN PREPARING CURRICULA FOR DISSEMINATION 



1. Send out mailings announcing the exchange and letters 
inviting educators to submit their locally developed materials 
to the exchange [see appendix C] . 

2. Scan cuid review curricula as they are submitted. " Each 
document should be in camera-ready form, i.e. black print 
preferably on white. An abstract should be included [see 
appendix D] . 

3. Assign an accession number to the document and log 
it on a master sheet along with its title, school system, 
and other pertinent information [see appendix E]. 



4. Type the assigned nxamber onto the abstract of the curri- 
culum and make up : ^.itle strip card (title, nximber and school 
system/author) which will become the heading on the micro- 
fiche card. ^ I 

5. On cm index card, type the number, title, school system/ 
author, grade level and a brief description of the document. 
This index card should then be filed under the appropriate 
subject heading/descriptor. 

6. The document is now ready to be microformed and in a 
matter of days is available for dissemination on microfiche. 

7. Indexes are published-semi-annually by subject, title, , 
school system cuid number (for in-house use) . The file 
card catalogue mentioned above is already in' ord^r for the 
subject index and these cards may be rearranged for the 
preparation of the other indexes. 

8. Separate files of the original hard-copy curricula and 
their coinresponding microfiche should be labeled cuid arranged 
numerically to facilitate retrieval. 

9. Orders are taken by phone or mail and are recorded on 
file cards according to school system requesting the document. 
These orders should be reviewed periodically for feedback 

on high-interest areas.

SEARCH OF THE RELEVANT LITERATURE 

Two literature searches, using the on-line conf>uter 
service of the LEASCO ERIC Facility and System Development 
Corp. /Orbit II, and a manual search of the Research in 
Education indexes were performed using the following de- 
scriptors: information centers, information n^eds, instruc- 
tional materials, clearinghouses, information networks, in- 
formation systems, ir .-mation services, information dissemi- 
nation, curriulum, classroom materials, indexing and cataloguing. 
Only a very few studies were retrieved on developing cur- 
riculum files and no information was found on a simplified 
local curriculum file using microfiche as a means of dis- 
semination as is described in this report. 

Although the literature study revealed a lack of in- 
formation agencies supplying teachers with curricula and/ 
or instructional materials, certain organizations are at- 
ten^ting to meet this need. The Far West Lab for Educational 

Research and Development has developed an information unit

of Early Childhood Education Programs. This Unit contains 
a review of trends in early childhood education, a film- 
strip describing significant trends, abstracts of five 
programs in operation and detailed reports of seven other 
early childhood programs. Another product of the Far West 



Lab is the ALERT Sourcebook which contains numerous de- 
scriptions of elementary curricula programs cuid projects* 
The Special Education Instructional Materials Center 
(SEIMC) Network server as a central depository of curri- 
culum materials for handicapped children. These materials 
are largely coranercially prepared and a major criticism 
of SEIMC in terms of meeting their statec. objectives is 

that there has been relatively little dissemination of

information on teacher-developed materials. 

The School Research Information Seinrice (SRIS) of Phi 

Delta Kappa, International, collects reports dealing with 

educational research and innovative practices in elementary

fiche and hard-copy emd a list of pertinent dociunents a- 
vailcible through ERIC. 

The Technical Applications Project is most relevant 
to our literature study on curriculum files.

and consultant services are provided by the Clearinghouse.
